Andover’s Ability to Pay 


We publish in another column a com- 
munication from our friend, Mr. Frost. 
While the editor frequently disagrees 
with Mr. Frost he always enjoys reading 
his articles and analyzing his state- 
ments. One reason for that pleasure 
is the unfortunate fact that Mr. Frost 
is not quite as full and complete in his 
statements as he should be, particularly 
when he discusses figures from a com- 
parative standpoint. [t is all very well 
for anybody to state that the town of 
Andover has “‘a greater debt than any 
other town in the State,’ and it would 
be possible to make that statement 
appear fairly near in line with the 
truth. But taken in connection with 
all of the facts that go to make up the 
ability of a community to’ carry on its 
improvements, one must consider the 
situation in exactly the same way that 
the ability of a great corporation to pay 
its bills is taken into account when a 
loan for that corporation 
negotiated, 

If a small corporation, with a $40,000 
capital and a business of pretty good 
proportions as compared to that capital, 
attempted to borrow a million dollars 
from the First National Bank in Boston, 
it would have: considerable difficulty in 
negotiating the loan; not because its 
standard of credit, as compared to its 
business and capital and all other 
factors, would be questioned, but the 
requested loan, which would make a 
debt for which it would be responsible, 
would be out of proportion to the other 
factors. If the United States Steel 
Corporation went into the market to 
borrow a million dollars, nobody would 
give it a second thought, but it would 
be loaned as a matter of course. 

We must, therefore, take into ac- 
count, in analyzing Mr. Frost’s figures 
and in considering his statements, the 
strong position of the town. of Andover 
at the present time with regard to the 
problems it faces. There is hardly a 
single town, if there is one in the entire 
State, possessing a water system, a 
sewerage system, improved highways, 
a fair portion of improved sidewalks, 
efficient lighting, a school department 
thoroughly equipped with buildings and 
highly organized, an efficient fire de- 
partment, all of which go to make up 
the modern community and the service 
it is dependent upon, with a tax rate 
as low, a valnation not excessive, and 
even though the last town appropria- 
tions were heavy, a burden of debt which 
it is able to bear, to surpass the town of 
Andover. 

Let us take a few examples from the 
$10,000,000 towns and think it out a bit.

Not a town in the entire group that 
has the things tomake ofit a modern 
community comparable with the pos- 
sessions of the town of Andover! And 
not a town in the group that can begin 
to show the increasing earning power as 
a town that Andover can show. 

Now what is meant by the increasing 
earning power as above referred to? 
It is high time that the town of Andover 
has some conception of the positive 
value contained in the development that 
is under way. Some captious critics will 
be quick to insist that what follows 
represents a prejudiced attitude on the 
part of the writer toward the develop- 
ment that is going on in Shawsheen 
Village. Let that be as it may, there 
is no thought of dealing in any com- 
modity here at the present time but 
facts. 

Before the present development in 
Shawsheen Village is completed there is 
pretty sure to be crowded in that section 
of the town a property with an assess- 
able value ranging all the way from 
three to five’ million dollars, and if a 
complete development takes place, as 
has sometimes been in the mind of 
those responsible for it, a much greater

investment would be made. Taking it 
at the three million dollar figure as .a 
taxable value, when that actually exists 
the town will be able to assess at a rate 
of $25 a tho an annual taxable 
income of $75, Of that $75,000, 
$15,000. may be immediately set aside 
as a five per cent annual interest charge 
upon $300,000 of bonded indebtedness 
to take care of the improvements made 
necessary for the exclusive service of 
Shawsheen Village developments, We 
don't believe that that development 
will call for any bonded indebtedness in 
excess of this amount of $300,000 under 
any possible present outlook, and we 
therefore believe that the setting aside 
of this $15,000 is ample. There will 
then be left for annual maintenance 
charges of town service $60,000 per year. 

Again we would like to ask where it 
is possible for an excess of cost to be 
placed upon the town on account of the 
things that now face us as a necessary 
part of the Shawsheen development 
beyond the annual $60,000 that would 
thus be available on a_ twenty-five 
dollar rate. Further, with all due re- 
spect to some of ‘those who would 
state differently, the writer is willing 
to go on record in print as expressing 
a pelief that this $60,000 per year, 
based upon a moderate rate of tax, will 
be ample to care for the annual needs 
Of this 2¢w development. 


The above is all based upon a three 
million dollars investment. If that 
investment shall reach to the amount 
of five million dollars it will be largely a 
more intensive development without 
the corresponding increase for highways, 
sewers, water and various other things 
where the large initial cost will be taken 
care of upon the basis of the original 
figures of three million dollars. As it 
goes beyond the five million dollars, the 
town’s gain will be even more definite, 

This situation makes for Andover an 
ability to pay, of large proportions, and 
a corresponding responsibility to dis- 
charge its obligations due to all of the 
conditions that produce this ability 
to pay. How foolish for us or for any 
of our citizens to attempt to hold the 
town to the restrictions imposed by the 
old order of things, when ability and 
responsibility have been changed by the 
distinctly new order of things! Hence 
our correspondent goes far afield when 
he argues for a policy of retrenchment 
that entirely fails to understand present 
conditions, and demands incident to 
present conditions.

New Postmasters Must Attend School 


Newly appointed postmasters to offices of 
the second and third classes will have to 
attend school as one of their first duties, 
according to the latest edict issued by Post- 
master General Hays in his campaign for 
postal improvement. This order takes 
effect at once and will apply to all post- 
masters appointed following January first. 
These schools will be held at some central 
large postoffice in each state which will be 
designated by the postal department. 

Upon receiving his commission each newly 
appointed postmaster will be ordered to re- 
port to the postoflice designated for in- 
struction, which will include every phase 
of the work of a postoflice. Postmasters 
must bear all of their own expenses incident 
to this training. Among the many things in 
which the newly appointed postmasters will 
be instructed are; how to meet the public; 
the postmaster’s place in the community; 
how to educate the public, through rete 

le 


in the use of the mails; how to han 
complaints; how to rd the mails; and 
the tmaster’s tionship with the 


tal department. Newly appointed post- 
Taaters wail be informed that their commun- 
ity’s welfare depends to a very great extent 
upon their willingness and capacity to give it 
better postal service. 

Each postmaster, after he has completed 
this intensive course of instruction in one of 
the larger postoffices in his state, will return 
home and write the department, giving a re- 
view of what he has learned. It is the pur- 
pose of .the Postmaster General, by this 
innovation, to impress upon the newly ap- 
pointed postmaster in second and third 
class offices, that he is the local manager of 
the biggest business institution in the world, 
and that he must be capable of “selling’’ 
the postal service to the public.
